For  uiorninjc  dress,  poplins,  silks  reps,  either 
of  wool  or  silk,  satin,  cloth,  each*  mire  and 
velveteen.  These  are  only  admissible  in  dark 
colors,  light  shades  being  reserved  entirely  for 
evening  or  full  dress  visits.  For  the  latter 
occasion,  saline,  plain  or  gtriped,  rich  poult 
de  goies,  gros-grains.  failles,  velvets,  plain  and 
■  erry.  will  be  much  w.>rn.  Toilets  of  two  ma- 
terials will  be  greatly  in  favor,  such  as  cache- 
mire  or  poplin  and  silk,  velvet  :ir.d  satin. 
The  effect  of  different  matrrials  in  the  sam** 
color  is  very  elena'it  and  in  thoroughly  good 
style.  Striking  colors  are  not  likeiy  to  be  worn 
together  by  our  elegants;  in  fact,  this  winter  s 
toilets  promise  to  assume  a  more  sombre  hue 
than  usual,  except  for  dinner  and  other  eve- 
ning occasions 

The  reversible  striped  satins  are  excessive- 
ly eiegant  and  rich.  We  have  seen  many 
specimens  of  them,  they  are  very  thick,  and 
fall  in  splendid  folds.

Short  costumes  will  be  a  trifle  shorter  in  the 
skirt,  as  the  season  advances;  that  is  to  say, 
those  intended  for  outdoor  wear  will  juht 
touch  the  instep.  This  is  exact iy  the  proper 
length;  if  any  shorter,  they  are  not  in  good 
style;  if  longer,  they  are  not  preserved  from 
the  dirt,  and  thus  frustrate  the  iutention  with 
which  they  were  introduced. 

House  dresses  for  afternoon  wear  are  made 
with  the  skirts  a  few  inches  on  the  ground, 
but  those  intended  for  dinners  or  receptions 
are  very  much  trained  and  very  long  at  the 
back. 

Fnquestionably,  the  most  elegant  and 
thoroughly  graude  dame  toilet  is  the  court 
train  worn  over  an  all-round  skirt.  This  is 
at  the  same  time  an  eminently  useful  style  of 
dress,  as  the  train  can  be  looped  up  as  a  tu- 
nic lor  outdoor  wear.  Many  fashionable  la-

Mre,  of  course,  made  in  much  warmer  materi- 
al*. The  trimming  is  placed  very  m.  .;i  on 
the  crown  aud  coutinued  over  the  back,  so  as 
to  fall  on  the  chignon.  They  will  be  much 
more  generally  worn  than  last  a  inter,  as,  now 
that  th"  bonnets  are  larger,  there  is  but 
slight  variation  either  in  ahupe  or  size  be- 
tween the  chapeau  ouvert  and  chapeau  ferme. 
The  latter  invariably  have  strings,  which  com- 
ing from  the  buck,  behind  the  ears,  fasten 
eit  er  at  the  side  or  under  the  chin.  Felt 
velvet,  plain  or  terry,  thick-ribbed  silk  or  sat- 
in, are  the  favorite  materials  for  either  hats 
or  bonnets;  the  backs  of  either  are  generally 
raisc)d  to  accommodate  the  chignon  of  plaited 
or  twisted  hair.

We  have  bad  some  very  elegant  toilets  of- 
fered for  our  inspection,  of  irreproachable 
taste  at.d  elegance  of  stylo.  From  among 
i hem  we  select  the  following,  being  sure  they 
will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  our 
readers:  — 

Kiack  silk  train  skirt.  The  tablier  is  trim- 
med with  five  rows  of  black  velvet,  two  inch- 
es wide,  headed  by  an  upright  frill  of  black 
lace,  an  inch  ami  a  half  wide,  lined  with  a  ct- 
rise  silk  fringed  out.  Round  the  train  is  a 
crosaway  fl  mnce  of  silk,  five  inches  wide, 
bound  with  velvet,  headed  with  band  of  velvet 
and  lace.

Claret  poult  de  .sole  short  skirt,  the  breadths 
trimmed  alternately  with  five  flounees  of  silk 
three  inches  wide,  bound  with  velvet,  at:tl 
crossway  band?  of  velvet  two  inches  and  a 
half  in  width.  Tunic  of  same,  the  front  tied 
back  so  as  to  fall  in  large  foids,  and  trimmed 
with  flounce  headed  by  bands  of  velveL  The 
back  of  the  tunic  is  attached  to  the  front  by 
i  plaits;  dowu  the  centre  falls  a  broad 
claret  velvet  sash.  The  tunic  is  also  fasten- 
ed to  this  by  large  plaits,  so  as  to  render  it 
very  bouffant.  Wide  open  sleeve,  with  large 
scarf,  end  of  silk,  fastened  under  a  velvet 
loop,  and  trimmed  with  flounce  and  velvet. 

Black  silk  skirt  with  train,  and  deep 
flounce  bound  with  black  velvet.  Tunic 
plain  in  front,  edged  with  velvet  and  flounce. 
The  back  part  of  the  tunic  is  very  full,  and 
trimmed  round  from  the  waist  with  a  brnud 
baud  of  velvet  five  inches  from  theedjie.  Be- 
low this  are  rouleaux  ot  satin  and  thick  cor- 
ded silk,  put  on  in  the  form  of  leaves  which 
gives  the  border  quite  the  appearance  of 
scollops  at  the  edge.  The  tnnic  is  plaited  and 
very  much  raised  at  the  middle  of  the  back 
The^bolice  is  open  on  coeur,  and  trimmed  t 
correspond.  It  has  two  small  points  in  front 
becoming  very  much  deeper  towards  the  back 
This  isalso  trimmed  with  the  rouleaux. 

Light  bine  corded  silk  dinner  or  evening 
dress,  with  twelve  inch  flounce,  ravelled  at 
each  edge.

Honored  Gentlemen  o  f  the  Not  !h  German  l\n- 
liarnen  t. 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia  has  been 
pleased  to  nr.sign  me  the  duty  of  opening  the 
Parliament  of  the  N<  rtb  German  Confedera- 
tion in  the  name  of  the  confederate  govern- 
ment. It  wuuld  have  given  bis  Majesty  great 
satisluct  ion  if  lie  could  have  been  present  to- 
day to  thank  GikI  from  this  p'ace  for  the  suc- 
cesses with  which  the  German  arms  have 
been  favored,  and  to  cxprass  to  you  bow 
much  the  national  attitude  and  the  uiiuiiimily 
of  Parliament  in  affording  the  means  neces- 
sary for  carrying  on  the  war  have  aided 
these  successes. 

By  the  victories  unprecedented  in  the  mili- 
tary history  of  the  world;  which,  by  God's  help 
have  been  gained  through  the  heroic  courage 
and  wise  leadership  of  the  Germans,  the  ag- 
gressive movement  by  France  against  Ger- 
many, in  July  last,  has  been  repelled.  The 
French  people  must  have  acquired  the  convic- 
tion that  their  present  power,  since  the  def- 
truetion  of  their  armies  which  were  sent  into 
the  field  against  us.  is  not  capable  o!  resistitg 
the  united  military  forces  of  Germany.  We 
tuiijbt  therefore,  regard  peace  as  certain  had 
our  unfortunate  neighbors  a  government,  the 
men  bers  of  which  would  have  seized  every 
opportunity  to  enable  the  nation,  at  the  head 
of  which  it  had  placed  itself  by  its  own  act 
to  elect  a  National  Assembly  to  deliberate 
upon  the  present  and  future  state  of  their 
couniry. 

Bat  the  documents  which  will  be  submitted 
to  you  will  prove  that  those  who  now  hold  the 
power  iu  France  prefer  to  sacrifice  the 
gtmbfth  of  a  noble  nation  in  a  helplens  strtif 
gie,  the  incalculable  exhaustion  and  waste  of 
which  will  result  almost  alone  in  Kiunco. 
The  continuance  of  the  war  under  present 
circumstances  so  lessens  the  power  of  the 
country  that  restoration  will  be  slower  than  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  war. 

The  government  is,  however,  compelled 
with  regret  to  express  the  conviction  that 
peace  between  these  two  great  neighboring 
peoples— upon  the  continuance  ot  which  they 
calculated  less  than  six  munths  ago — will  be 
imperilled  by  the  remembrances  which  this 
war  will  leave  in  IVniioe,  when  by  the  recov- 
ery of  her  own  strength,  or  by  the  alliances 
with  other  powers,  she  shall  herself  he  strong 
enough  to  renew  the  struggbv  The  conditions 
upon  which  the  allied  governments  would  con- 
clude peace  have  been    publicly  discussed.

Generally  on  Thurs- 
days and  Saturdays  the  Kinir  goes  out  hunt- 
ing, taking  bis  departure  in  an  open  carriage 
with  four  horse  s,  preceeded  by  a  platoon  of 
dragoons  galloping  metres  in  advance  as 
scouts.  In  the  evening  th<>  game  which  has 
been  killed  is  distribute  '1  imong  the  troops 
of  tbe  Guard,  with  the  HfftpMi  of  what  is 
by  miracle,  the  truth  of  His  promise  to  be  all  i  reserved  for  the  King  s  i.  'ole.    Many  of  the 


days  with  His  Church,  and  the  "gates  of  hell 
should  not  prevail  against  her."  Have  we 
forgotten  the  deaths  of  the  persecutors?  Has 
history  no  record  of  the  fate  of  the  sacrelig- 
ious  robber,  fastened  to  the  rock  of  St.  Hele- 
na, a  prey  to  the  ever-gnawing  vulture  of  de- 
feated ambition,  a  punishment  of  bis  audaci- 
ous during  against  tbe  Rock  of  Peter?

On  reaching  thedoor.be  looked  in  to  see  what 
was  going  on,  when  the  negroes  made  a  rush 
at  him  and  eudeavored  to  take  his  pistol 
from  him.  In  the  scuthV  that  ensued.  Bogie  s 
pistol  went  off,  accidentally,  as  he  thought, 
and  stated  in  l.is  dying  declaration,  after- 
wards. He  was  shot  tour  limes  in  this  af- 
fray, and  then  retreated  to  Baxter's  house 
near  by,  pursued  by  tbe  negroes,  who  tired 
repeatedly  at  him.  as  the  ball* 
in  tbe  building  will  testify.  On  arriving  at 
Baxter's  Bogie  fell,  and  there  uied.  after  hav- 
iug  made  a  statement  in  the  presence  of  wit- 
nesses concerning  the  affair,  he  also  identi- 
fied his  assailants  before  he  died.  The  fol- 
fowing  negroes  were  arrested  for  complicity 
in  the  matter:  Cassius  Murphy,  Alfred 
Greegs,  Frank  Irvin  and  Jordon  Francis,  and 
afier  hearing  before  his  Honor,  R  F.  Graves 
were  committed  on  the  charge  of  murder.

The  report  of  the  late  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue,  Mr.  Helano,  of  which 
we  publish  a  resume,  shows  that  the  re- 
ceipts for  the  fiscal  year  euding  June  SB, 
1870.  exceed  those  of  the  preceding  year  by 
1)3,196,883,  and  exceed  the  estimates  by 
810,235,867-  The  increase  beyond  last 
rear's  receipts  is  over  ten  millions  in  the 
item  of  spirits  and  nearly  ci^ht  millious  iu 
tobacco.  Mr.  Delano  recommends  that 
the  prescut  rate  of  tnxatiou  on  spirits  shall 
not  be  disturbed  and  that  the  tax  on  all 
kinds  of  tobacco  shalt  be  uniform.  He 
also  r com  mends  bouie  improvements  in 
the  tobacco  warehousing  system,  aud  calls 
the  attention  of  Congress  to  defects  and 
ambiguities  iu  the  act  of  July  14,  1870. 
He  show-  that  sixty -three  per  cent  of  the 
internal  revenue  receipts  come  from  five 
States— New  York,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Peun- 
ylvania  and  Kentucky — and  that  the 
gross  receipt*  for  the  last  eighteen  months 
ofthe  present  administration  exceed  those 
of  the  preceding  eighteen  months  by  near- 
ly fifty  millions  of  dollars,  or,  ii  the  taxa- 
tion had  been  alike  in  both  perils,  the 
excess  in  favor  of  the  present  administra- 
tion would  amount  to  $101,S8S.077.  This

and  Austria  have  unitc-i  in  a  firm  bu 
courteous  denial  ofthe  right  of  Russia  to 
withdraw  from  the  treaty  of  1850.  A  con- 
ciliatory protest  from  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment was  also  sent  to  St.  Petersburg  on 
Saturday,  20th  ult.  A  peaceful  settlement 
of  the  matters  in  dispute  is  looked  for  by 
Italy,  Amtriannd  Knglaud.  The  Sultan  al- 
so sooms  to  have  recovered  from  a  part  of 
the  alarm  with  which  he  was  at  first 
st'icken. 

A  Herald  correspondent  at  Vienna,  un- 
der date  of  the  28th  says  there  are  reports 
there  that  Bismarck,  by  direction  of  the 
King,  has  addressed  a  letter  to  Gortscha- 
Koff,  expressing  the  desire  that  Russia 
accept  Prussia's  mediatiou.  pledging  Prus- 
sia's iufluence  to  secure  such  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  treaty  as  will  satisfy  Russia. 

Russia  is  reported  placable,  but  in  the 
meantime  prepares  for  war  by  shipping 
arms,  ammunition  and  provisions  to  the 
Black  Sea. 


It  seems  definitely  settled  that  Prussia 
did  propose  to  act  as  meditator  between 
Russia  and  the  other  Powers  interested  in 
the  Treaty  of  1856.  It  is  said,  however, 
that  the  offer  was  not  made  until  after  a 
conference  with  Russia,  and  an  under, 
standing  that  Prussia  would  favor  the  pre- 
tensions of  her  Northern  neighbor.  It  is 
believed  that  England  and  Austria  will  ac- 
cept the  conference,  but  as  a  condition 
precedent  the  original  circular  of  Prince 
Gortsohakoff  must  be  withdrawn  or  ex- 
plained away. 

The  Russian  circular  has  produced  great 
alarm  iu  Bucharest.  The  Government  is 
helpless,  and  turns  on  every  side  for  ad- 
vice. An  agent  of  the  Porte  had  arrived 
at  Bucharest  to  propose  an  offensive  and 
defensive  alliance  with  the  Sultan,  on  con- 
dition that  Roumanian  troops  shall  be  en- 
tirely at  the  disposal  of  the  Porte.  Prince 
Charles  hesitates  to  side  with  Turkey 
I  against  Russia  on  any  condition.  The 
First  Corps  d'Ariueeof  Turkey  is  ordered 
to  Schumla.  The  fortresses  of  the  Dan- 
ube are  being  rapidly  armed.  The  Third 
Army  Corps  of  Turkey  has  been  ordered 
to  Roustchouk,  Varna  and  Silestria.  A 
great  number  of  horses  have  been  bought 
in  Austria  for  the  Turkish  cavalry.  The 
Turkish  fleet  is  ready  for  action  under  Ad- 
mirals Joraiiim  Pacha  and  Hobart 
Pacha.

But  we  would  have  omitted  the  expres- 
sion of  our  views  on  this  point,  as  being 
one  of  mere  policy,  had  it  not  been  for  the 
peculiar  terms  in  which  this  address  is 
couched.

and  the  address  itself  sets  forth  that  the 
monument  is  to  be  erected  to  Gen.  Lee  as 
the  military  chieftain  of  the  Confederate 
armies,  as  an  evidence  ofthe  gratitude  of 
the  Southern  people  to  him  for  his  efforts 
to  secure  their  separate  independence. 
All  this,  we  say,  we  can  jmiss  by  ;  but  when 
the  ministers  of  God's  church  in  Kentucky 
are  cailed  on  to  desiguate   a  particular 
Sabbath  when  a  collection  shall  be  taken 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  monument  to 
Gen.  Lei:,  in  commemoration  of  his  ser- 
vices in  the  attempt  to  divide  the  Union, 
and  as  an  evidence  of   the  gratitude 
of  the   people   to  him  as  their  mill 
Ury    chieftain,    we    protest     that  the 
request    is.     not     to     say  impudent, 
in  very  bad  taste.    Aud  we  would  object 
just  as  seriously  it   the   movement  was  to 
build  a  monument   to  Geu.  McPherson 
or  Gen.  Thomas  for  their  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  Union,  or  to  any  other  human  be- 
ing for  his  course  on  any  merely  political 
question  or  in  any  war.    If  the  Kiugdom 
of  God  is  not  of  this  world  we  cannot  see 
what  His  churches  have  to  do   with  Gen. 
Lee  or  the  exploded  Southern  Confedera- 
cy.   It  is  true  these  ladies  as  if  doubting 
the  propriety  of  their  own  proposition  of- 
fer as  an  alternative  that  those  ministers 
to  the  use  of  the  Sabbath  for 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  their 
congregation  on  some  other  day.   Thi6  al- 
so is  objectionable  in  a  less  degree,  since 
the  meetings  are  desired  to  be  Congrega- 
tional Meetings,  and  the  churches  to  act  at 
tmek  on  a  question  to  which  a  political  sig- 
nificance is  carefully  given.    It  is  true  al- 
they  apologize  for  this  request  on 
that  this  "is  the  only  possible 
way  in  which  a  simultaneous  aud  volun- 
tary offering  csn  be  made  to  the  memory" 
of  Gen.  Lee.    But  if  their  reason  is  true, 
then  it  will  be  better  to  make  the  offeriug 
in  some  other  than  a  "simultaneous''  way; 
and  if  there  is  really  uo  other  alternative 
left,  then  let  Gen.  Lee  go  without  a  mon- 
ument.   We  have  noticed  a  number  of  ap- 
plications to  the  public  for  this  purpose, 
by  ladies  in  different  cities  in  Kentucky, 
and  in  every  instance   they  are  mod- 
estly ant',  becomingly  adddressed  to  such 
individuals  as  choose  to  contribute,  and 
to  no  case  to  any  church  or  congrega- 
tion as  tuck  to  designate  the  Sabbstb 
or  any  other  dsy    for  the  purpose.— 
These  ladies  may  have  been  "Puritanical" 
or  "ultra-pious"  but  such  is  not  our  recol- 
lection of  them,  aud  we  are  inclined  to  be- 
lieve that  a  discriminating  regard  for  the 
proprieties  of  the  case  and  not  ultra  piety 
lead  them  to  reject  the  suggestions  of  the 
appeal.

It  is  a  part  of  the  record  that  the  rea- 
sons assigned  for  the  initation  of  the  se- 
cession movement  in  the  South  was  the 
election  of  a  President  by  a  party  pledged 
to  oppose  the  extension  of  slavery  into  the 
Territories  of  the  United  Ststes.  The 
csuse  for  which  the  South  commeueed  the 
war  itself  was  the  right  of  the  States  to  se- 
cede at  pleasure.    It  is  upon  the  sufficien- 
cy of  those  ressons  as  a  justification  that 
the  cause  of  the  rebellion  and  of  the  South 
tn  the  war  must  be  judged.    It  is  contrary 
to  all  the  rules  of  logic  or  common  sense  to 
appeal  to  the  almost  inevitable  conse- 
quences of  thepa*aiou3  aroused  by  the  stu- 
pendous folly  of  the  Southern  leaders— con- 
sequences that  would  not  and  could  not 
have  ehanced  but  for  that  folly — as  the 
justification  for  the  blunder  that  ruined  all 
who  trusted  them.    Were  one  to  admit 
that  the  Radicals  have  destroyed  the  "lib- 
erty and  security  of  the  Giucasian  race,  it 
would  still  be  untre  that  that  was  the 
csuse  ofthe  South,  since  neither  "the  lib- 
erty or  security  of  the  Caucasian  race"  was 
menaced  or  eudangered  by  the  election  of 
Mr.  Lincoln  in  1860,  nor  would  either 
have  received  any  wound  but  lor  the  pre- 
cipitation ofthe  country  into  a  war  by  the 
Southern  leaders.    How  unnecessary  it 
was  Gen.  Lee  himself  and  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Confederacy  tell  us.    But  the 
Bulb  tin  itself  is  'be  evidence,  uot  ouly  that 
the  "liberty  and  security  of  the  Caucasian 
race"  in  this  country  has  not  been  destroy- 
ed by  the  Radicals,  but  that  the  utmost 
riceuse  is  sllowed  to  the  expression,  not 
only  of  disapprobation  of  the  policy  of  the 
party  in  power,  but  of  hatred  for  the  Gov- 
ernment itself.    While  the  Bulletin  con- 
tinues to  indulge  in  such  big  threats,

The  French  claim  to  have  won  a  consid- 
erable victory  at  Amicus  ou  Sunday.  The 
French  outnumbered  the  Prussians,  who 
were  driven  hook  to  their  iutreuchments. 
On  the  other  hand  the  Germans  claim  the 
advantage  iu  the  same  euga*reme>iit. — 
Amiens  was  occupied  ou  Mouday  by  Ger- 
mau troops.  Seventy  cannon  fell  iuto  the 
hands  of  the  German-  by  the  capitulation 
of  La  Fere.  The  following  are  the  details 
of  the  defeat  of  the  (iarribaldians  : 

"The  Guribalflians,  while  on  their  march 
from  Pasques  Saturday  afternoon,  suddenly 
caroo  upon  tli«  outposts  of  Prussian  Rifles, 
which  they  immediately  attacked  with  great 
impetuosity.  The  Prussians  were  nt  first 
compelled  to  fall  h.tck.  but  reinforcements 
coining  up.  the  (luriha'diiins  were  in  turn  re- 
pulsed with  great  disorder,  the  soldiers  throw- 
ing away  their  hrms  and  knapsacks  in  their 
flight  General  W«»ru>r  next  day  (Sund.iy  i 
took  a  circuit  around  PhombiofOO,  and  in  this 
way  overlook  ti:e  ProtteO  rear-guard  An- 
other sogsgimsot  occurred,  Io  which  the 
French  lost  three  hunj-ed  and  fifty  killed 
and  wounded,  aud  the  Prussians  only  fifty.  Ji 
is  said  M«uotti  CUriholdi  had  two  thousand 
men  under  his  command  in  the  engagement  '' 

On  Monday  aaerrti  was  made  from  Par- 
is, but  it  was  easily  repulsed  by  the  Ger- 
mans. Ou  Tuesday,  the  ZHh,  the  Paris- 
ians came  out  toward  L'Hay,  supported  by 
gunboats  in  the  Seine.  At  this  point  they 
attacked  fiercely.  Simultaneously  other 
sorties  were  made  iu  other  directions.  Iu 
all  cases,  however,  the  French  were  re- 
puted and  driven  back  behind  their  forti- 
catious.  The  eutire  Prussian  loss  in 
these  actions  was  only  seven  officers  and  a 
few  huuuied  men,  while  the  French  loss 
was  1,000  pri.Miners  alone. 

The  following  is  the  official  dispatch  of 
Kiug  William  to  the  Queen  announcing 
a  Prussian  victory  at  licaume  on  Monday, 
▼is  : 

"Frederick  Charles  reports  the  comp!ete 
defeat  of  the  Army  of  the  Loire  in  the  battle 
Monday,  in  which  ti,e  French  bad  the  Twen- 
tieth Corps,  probably  the  Eighteenth  and  por- 
tions of  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Corps 
engMged.  A  thousand  French  were  found 
dead  on  the  tielH,  4,000  were  wounded  and 
1,600  taken  prisoners.

The  telegraph  reports  continuous  fight- 
ing around  Paris  for  quite  a  week.  The 
accounts  arc  confused  and  contradictory. 
We  gather  only  that  the  French  hare 
fought  well  aud  in  strong  force,  but  have 
thus  far  been  uuable  to  break  through  the 
wall  of  steel  and  iron  by  which  they  are 
surrouuded.  Gambetta,  in  announcing 
the  result  of  the  sortie,  on  Tuesday,  20th 
ult.,  claims  immense  advantages  for  the 
French,  aud  says : 

'  One  of  the  results  of  it  has  been  the  evac- 
uation of  Amiens  by  ihc  Prussians,  who  has- 
tily started  for  Paris  to  reinforce  the  German 
army.  The  battles  Rt  Paris  began  on  Tues- 
day, the  18th.  and  at  Inst  accounts  the  garri- 
son retiiHiued  outside  in  the  positions  they 
had  cuptured  from  the  Prussians." 

On  the  other  hand  the  King  of  Prussia 
sends  the  following  official  dispatch  to 
Queen  Auousta,  viz  : 

"Vkiisaii.i.ks,  November  30—  The  Sixth 
Corps  yesterday  repulseu  a  sortie,  near  L'Hay 
on  the  south  ot  Paris.  Over  one  hundred 
French  prisoners  were  taken,  and  several 
hundred  dnnd  and  wounded  lelt  on  the  field. 
The  French  hIso  made  6orties  on  the  posi- 
tions of  the  Wurteniuergers  and  Saxoaa,  at 
Bonneill,  Chanapigny  and  Villiers,  to  tho 
east  aud  southeit  of  Paris.  These  poeitions 
were  taken  by  the  French,  but  subsequently 
were  retaken  by  the  Prussians.  At  the  same 
time  sorties  were  mtde  on  the  north  and  went 
at  S».  Dooio,  neainst  the  Fourth  Corps  and 
the  Guard,  The  French  were  repulsed  and 
driven  back  behind  their  works  in  all  cases. 
I  remained  at  Versailles,  as  it  was  the  cen- 
tra! point.  WiLum." 

And  Gen.  Tcmpmnu  who  commanded 
the  Sixth  Prussian  Corps  on  the  East  side 
of  Paris  thus  officially  telegraphs  of  the 
resuU  in  that  particular  qusrter  of  the 
secoud  sortie  on  Wednesday,  30th,  vis  : 

"A  great  sortie  occurred  yesterday.  The 
French  moved  out  against  the  Prussians  and 
Wurtembergers  early  in  the  morning,  sup- 
ported" by  a  heavy  cannonade  of  tbeir  forts. 
Generals  Trochu  and  Ducrot  commanded, 
leading  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
men.  At  II  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  the 
French  were  repulsed  by  the  Sixth  Corps, 
and  retired  Subsequently,  at  3  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  the  Wurtembergers,  who  had 
been  reinforced  by  cavalry  and  artillery,  were 
attacked  by  the  French,  and  the  latter  were 
again  defeated.  The  German  losses  were 
trifling." 


The  Tribunes  correspondent  at  St.  Pe- 
tersburg telegraphs  the  full  textofGoRTS- 
t'ti akokf's  reply  to  Karl  Granville, 
which,  however,  contains  but  little  that 
has  not  been  touched  upon  by  the  regular 
cable  dispatches.  Russia  declined,  as  is 
already  knowu,  to  discuss  the  propriety  of 
her  former  note,  to  recall  auy  precedeut, 
or  to  cite  any  example,  as  such  a  contro- 
versy would  in  no  way  promote  the  good 
understanding  which  is  desired. 

After  referring  to  the  invariable  failure 
of  the  attempts  made  at  different  times  to 
assemble  the  Powers  in  a  general  confer- 
ence with  a  view  to  remove  the  causes  of 
difficulty  which  disturb  the  general  peace, 
GoRTSCU AKoFF  continues  : 

"The  prolongation  of  the  present  crisis 
and  the  absence  of  a  regular  government  in 
Fiance,  postpone  still  further  the  possibility 
ot  such  au  aggreement.  Meat-while  the  po- 
sition in  which  the  treaty  left  Russia  has  be- 
come more  and  more  intolerable.  |  irl  Gran- 
ville will  agree  that  Europe  of  to-duy  is  very 
far  from  being  the  Kurope  that  signed  the 
treaty  of  oG.  It  is  impossible  that  Russia 
should  agree  to  remain  the  only  power  bound 
indefinitely  to  an  arrangement  which,  oner- 
ous as  it  was  at  the  lime  when  it  was  conclud- 
ed, became  daily  weaker  iu  its  guarantees. 

"Our  august  master  has  too  deep  a  sense 
ol  what  he  owes  to  his  country  to  torce  it  ti 
submit  auy  longer  to  any  obligation  against 
which  the  national  sentiment  protests.  We 
can  not  admit  that  abrogation  of  a  purely 
theoretical  principle,  not  followed  by  its  im- 
mediate application,  aud  which  visibly  re- 
stores to  Russia  a  right  of  which  no  good 
Power  could  be  deprived,  ought  to  be  consid- 
ered as  a  menace  of  peace,  nor  in  avoiding 
oue  point  of  the  treaty  of  1856  the  abrogation 
of  all  is  implied.  The  Imperial  Cabic  el  never 
had  any  such  intention.  On  the  contrary 
our  commucatiou  of  October  lil,  in  the  most 
explicit  terms  says  that  His  Majesty  the  Em- 
peror maintains  his  adhesion  to  the  general 
principles  ofthe  treity  ot  IKofi,  and  that  he 
is  read)  to  come  to  any  agreement  with  the 
signatory  powers  of  that  treaty,  either  to 
confirm  its  general  stipulations,  or  to  review 
them,  or  to  substitute  for  them  any  other 
equitable  arrangement  which  may  be  thought 
suitable  to  secure  the  repose  of  the  East  and 
the  equilibrium  of  Europe. 

"There  Beems  then  to  be  no  reason  why  the 
Cabinet  of  London  should  not,  if  it  please,  en- 
ter into  an  explanation  with  the  signatories 
of  the  treaty  of  1S5G.  For  our  part  we  are 
i  -mly  in  auy  deliberation  having  for  its  ob- 
ject the  settlement  of  guarantees  for  the  con- 
solidation of  peace  in  the  East 

'  We  are  pursuaded  that  fresh  guarantees 
would  be  found  in  the  removal  of  the  perma- 
nent irritation  existing  betweeu  the  two  Pow- 
ers which  are  most  directly  interested-  Their 
mutual  relations  would  be  more  firmly  estab- 
lished on  a  basis  of  good  aud  solid  under- 
standing. 

"You  are  desired,  monsieur  Le  Baron,  to 
read  this  dispatch  and  leave  a  copy  with  him. 

"The  principle  Secretary  of  State  of  Her 
British  Majesty  has  expressed  to  us  the  re- 
gret that  be  would  feel  if  this  discussion 
should  disturb  thebarmooy  which  the  Queen 
has  striven  to  maintain  betweeu  the  two  coun- 
tries. Be  good  enough  to  express  to  His  Ex- 
cellency how  entirely  this  regret  would  be 
shared  by  the  Imperial  Cabinet.  We  believe 
that  friendship  between  the  two  governments 
is  essentially  useful  to  the  two  countries,  as 
well  as  to  the  peace  of  the  world.  It  is  with 
lively  satisfaction  that  we  have  seen  this 
friendshiy  during  late  years  grow  more  and 
more  close  and  cordial.  The  grave  circum- 
stances io  which  we  find  ourselves  at  this 
moment  seem  to  us  make  it  more  desirable 
than  ever.

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

In  considering  the  financial  condition  of 
the  company,  which  demanded  immediate  at- 
tention, it  was  found  necessary  to  raise  u  suf- 
ficient amount  of  money  to  pay  off  the  float- 
ing debt  of  the  company,  which  amounted  to 
more  than  a  million  o!  dollars,  and  to  com- 
plete and  equip  the  road  from  White  Sulphur 
Springs  to  the  Ohio  river  After  mature  de- 
liberation they  decided  the  best  way  to  raise 
the  required  amount  was  to  issue  six  per  cent 
thirty  year  first  mortgage  bonds,  principal 
and  interest  payable  in  gold  coin,  to  the 
amount  of  fifteen  millions  of  dollars.  Such 
bonds  were  accordingly  issued,  and  a  mort- 
gage deed  for  the  amount  abeve  mentioned 
was  executed  and  delivered  to  Messrs  Wm 
Butler  Duncan  and  Philo  C  Calhoun,  as 
trustees.  These  bonds  were  placed  on  the 
market  in  February  last  hy  .  Messrs  Fi&k  A' 
Hatch,  the  tinanciul  agents  of  the  company, 
and  already  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole 
amouiit  have  beeu  subscribed  for,  and  the 
subscriptions  paid.  By  reference  to  the 
Treasurer's  report,  which  is  here  submitted, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  money  received  for  the 
honds  sold  has  been  used  in  paying  off  the 
floating  debt  before  mentioned,  in  retiring 
the  few  outstanding  seven  per  cent,  bonds  of 
the  company,  issued  under  the  ten  million 
mortgage  of  lnf>7,  now  cancelled,  in  payment 
of  loans  due  the  State  of  Virginia,  for  im- 
proving the  road  east  of  White  Sulphur 
Springs,  and  for  construction  west  of  that 
point. 

WORk  NOW  t'N'PER  CONTRACT. 

In  the  winter  months  of  the  present  year 
the  revision  of  the  surveys  from  the  falls  of 
the  Kanawha  to  the  mouth  of  the  Great 
Guyandotte  was  completed,  and  the  line  of 
the  road  between  those  points  located.  In 
the  month  of  March  all  the  work  on  this  part 
of  the  line  was  placed  under  contract.  At 
the  same  time  contracts  were  awarded  for  all 
of  the  work  east  of  the  White  Sulphur  Springs 
which  includes  the  heavy  work  at  Lick  Run. 
Jerry's  Run  and  Lewis  Tunnel,  and  also  lor 
all  heavy  work  between  White  Sulphur 
Springs  and  the  mouth  of  the  Greenbrier,  in- 
cluding the  Big  Bend  and  all  other  tunnels, 
together  with  the  masonry  for  all  the  cross- 
ings of  the  Greenbrier  river.  Sections  on 
which  only  light  work  is  to  be  done  have  been 
reserved  for  future  lettings  All  the  awards 
above  mentioned  were  made  at  prices  within 
the  revised  estimates  of  the  chief  engineer. 
As  a  rule,  the  contractors  manifest  a  dispo- 
sition to  perform  their  contracts  in  good 
faith,  and  they  aregenerally  making satisfacto 
ry  progress  with  their  work.  Care  has  been  ta- 
ken to  secure  tbe  prompt  payment  of  their 
monthly  instalments  on  the  day  they  become 
due 

During  the  summer  months  the  contractors 
on  the  Western  division  experienced  som  ;  <1.- 
ficulties  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  la- 
borers, but  it  is  believed  that  the  supply  iu  the 
future  will  be  sufficient  for  their  require- 
ments.

In  regard  to  cheese  the  Tribune  says  that,

making  300,000,  all  told,  of  State  cheese. 
From  this  showing,  and  the  advance  abroad, 
holders  are  stiffening  up  the  rates  here.  A 
strong  delegation  visited  Little  Fails  yester- 
day No-  .  21,  and  no  doubt  astonished  tbe  fac- 
tory men  with  their  liberal  bids — lojcand  ltlc 
for  fine  factories.  They  took  all  the  11,600 
offered  at  15  to  lGo;  five  factories  at  the  latter 
price."  As  to  butter,  the  same  paper  says 
"the  great  complaiut  is  that  butter  is  so  poor. 
The  fault  is  more  with  the  market  than  the 
butter.  Suddenly  withdraw  half  the  stock  on 
band  and  put  the  price  up  5c  on  the  balance 
and  the  qu  ility  would  then  be  much  better:" 
It  is  said  that  there  is  not  a  surplus  of  fine, 
butter,  but  of  ordinary  and  medium  grades- 
the  stock  is  very  heavy,  anil,  "there  is  a  good 
supply  of  fair  and  eveu  fine  butter  in  the: 
country.  '  It  is  evident  that  there  is  cither  a. 
large  supply  or  a  large  effort  made  to  depress 
prices— perhaps  both  have  some  effect  on 
prices,  as  the  butter  trade  is  certainly  dull  if 
not  lower. 

FAT  HOOS. 

A  Chicago  circular  savs  "the  future  of 
prices  is  still  a  vexed  question,  many  arguing 
that  thoy  will  be  much  lower,  while  other* 
claim  that  the  idea  of  a  large  crop  Las  al- 
ready beeu  discounted  in  price.  These  latter 
have  some  facts  to  sustain  them,  for  as  com- 
pared with  this  time  last  year  mess  pork  is 
29$  per  cent  cheaper,  green  should«rs,  43  per 
cent;  short  ribs,  ||  percent;  hams,  30  per 
cent;  lard,  27  per  .rent,  and  bogs  30  per  cent." 
For  future  delivery  sales  are  still  lower,  am' 
it  is  said  hogs  mut  decline  from  50  to  75  cents 
per  cwt.  before  these  contracts  can  be  fi.leu 
without  loss.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  thes** 
contracts  were  made  for  the  very  purpose  of 
bringing  about  such  a  decline  in  prices.  A<* 
there  is  tittle  evidence  of  any  considerable 
increase  in  hogs,  it  is  probable  that  the  pres 
eut  decline  is  largely  due  tojthe  management 
of  dealers;  so  it  may  not  be  very  surprising  if 
tbey  i  r  able  to  depress  prices  still  lower.  If  this 
is  the  case,  a  reaction  will  most  likely  sooner 
or  later  take  place;  but  whether  it  will  come 
before  farmers  as  a  general  thing  have  sold 
may  be  a  question.

WHEAT. 

The  Daily  Tribune  says,  "the  production 
of  wheat  in  this  country  since  the  war,  has 
materially  increased,  but  not  in  the  same  ra- 
tio with  the  increase  in  population,  hence 
with  a  short  crop  like  the  present;  we  fear  the 
exporting  power  of  the  country  has  been  over 
estimated;"  also  that  the  season  is  too  far  ad- 
vanced to  secure  a  large  stock  of  wheat  at  the 
close  of  navigation,  aud  that  advices  from 
tbe  West  are  unfavorable  as  regards  the  qual- 
ity of  winter  wheat,  "much  being  mouldy, 
and  a  large  portion  of  the  amber  and  South- 
ern Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Kentucky,  is 
full  of  weevil.  Prom  Minnesota  we  ha>« 
much  complaint  of  the  injury  done  to  the  r 
crops  by  the  severe  rains  of  September."  A 
Chicago  correspondent  of  the  Tribune  writes 
that,  "receipts  of  wheat  have  largely  fallen  off 
and  from  some  of  the  largest  shipping  points 
in  Iowa,  dealers  complain  that  stock  in  far- 
mers' hands  is  well  nigh  exhausted,"  The 
amount  of  wheat  in  Btore  in  New  York  at 
latest  date  received,  was  2,7112,624  bushels 
At  the  same  time  last  year  there  was  2,975,- 
189  bushels  The  exports  from  thj  Atlantic 
ports,  from  September  1st  to  latest  dateB, 
were  4  470,701  bushels.  During  the  same 
period  last  year  they  were  0,871,630  bushels 
making  a  decrease  this  year  of  2,400,929  bush 
els.  The  sales  and  movements  of  wheat  are 
not  large,  and  there  is  an  evident  waiting  for 
future  developments,  as  well  as  a  general  feel- 
ing that  the  prices  of  breadstuff  must  ad- 
vance. 

In  regard  to  foreign  prospects,  the  Mark 
Lane  Express,  October  31,  the  latest  receiv- 
ed, says: 

"Tbe  wheat  trade  has  been  looking  up,  and 
if  the  past  week  has  evinced  less  briskness 
th  an  its  predecessor,  a  further  advance  of  Is 
to  2s.  has  generally  to  be  recorded.  With  the 
low  qualities  of  foreign  still  attracting  atten- 
tion in  Holland. Belgium  and  Ham,jurglwh<.re 
prices  continue  much  above  our  own,  there 
seems  little  likelihood  of  any  serious  reduc- 
tion, as  the  London  market  is  still  relatively 
low.  •         .         *         •  * 

With  German)  high  priced  and  in  want  ofsouud 
wheat,  with  our  Belgian  and  Dutob  neighbors 
buyers,  and  Pi.ris  in  danger  of  starvation,  we 
think  peaee  itself  would  give  a  start  to  trade 
as  every  plac«  in  want  would  soon  send  out  its 
orders,  and  something  then  of  the  real  desti- 
tution caused  by  the  war  become  apparent. 
But  should  the  dogs  of  war  be  left  still  to 
nlay  their  havoc  before  the  season  be  over 
the  penalty  must  be  paid  in  yet  higher  pri- 
ces.' 

Wheat  is  reported  5s.  per  quarter  higher  in 
Hambro  and  other  German  ports  thani  n  Lon- 
don, and  yet  in  ordinary  times  wheat  is  largely 
shipped  from  these  ports  to  England.  But 
the  imports  from  German  and  French  ports 
are  now  stopped,  and  the  aggregate  receipts 
have  largely  fallen  off  since  the  war  commen- 
ced. At  the  same  time  the  export*  from 
Great  Britain  have  largely  increased being 
for  the  first  nine  months  this  year,  of  wheat, 
807,739  cwta,  against  .35,412  cwta.  for  the

At  loast such  is  the  opinion  of 
one  of  the  most  sut-cessful  and  experienced 
cattle  men  with  whom  I  am  acquainted.  Per- 
haps no  proverb  has  more  general  acceptance 
than  the  one  at  the  head  of  this  p%ra|txaph; 
vet  it  is  ML  so  tbe  experienced  say,  true 
Calves  and  cattle  <  f  alt  kinds  do  better— that 
is.  lay  on  Utah  at.d  thrive— when  confined  to 
«»ne  pasture  and  to  one  routine,  day  after  day 
and  month  alter  month,  the  whole  season 
through.  01  course  it  is  not  asserted  that  to 
remote  cattle  from  a  poor  pasture  to  a  better 
one  is  not  beneficial,  but  what  is  meant  is, 
that  for  on^  herd,  it  is  better  thai  the  range 
of  pasture  should  be  on  one  broad  and  ex- 
tended field,  than  if  cut  up  into  many.  If 
there  is  abundant  herbage,  if  the  water  is  co- 
pious and  good,  and  tho  salt  always  present 
in  the  salting  troughs,  then  the  less  disturb- 
once  and  the  less  interference  with  the  herd 
the  better  Fattening  catiie.  particularly 
well-bred  cattle,  will  fall  off  in  flesh  when  re- 
moved from  one  pasture  to  which  they  are  ac- 
customed to  an  unaccustomed  one,  even  if 
there  is  considerable  improvement  in  the 
herbage.  In  order  to  lay  flesh,  the  nervous 
■ensibililie*  should  not  be  disturbed  even  in 
cattle,  and  for  that  reason  a  herdsman  who  is 
lazy,  if  he  is  not  too  lazy,  is  better  than  the 
,  excitable,  go  ahead  man,  who  strives 
le  cattle  follow  his  ideas  of  life  and 
and  not  their  own. 


i  ARK  FO!<  THK  FQKKT. 

Wiuter  is  near  ui  hand,  and  every  owner  of 
a  flock  of  sheep  should  make  his  arrange- 
ments for  it.  In  most  of  the  Northern  State* 
an  exaggerated  leeling  of  discouragement 
ktill  pervades  the  growers  of  fine  wool.  Ma- 
ny of  them  wintered  their  flocks  poorly  last 
winter,  on  the  ground  that  they  could  not  af- 
ford to  feed  them  well— a.nd  probably  will  do 
tbe  same  tins  wiuter.  Th  s  in  our  opinion  is 
si  and  suicidal  policy,  Less  returns  are 
i  obtained  from  a  given  amount  of  food 
Thirty  half  starved  sheep  will  produce  less 
good  merchantable  wool  than  twenty  properly 
kept  ones:  will  not  raise  half  as  many  lambs. 
And  what  farmer  possessing  a  spark  of  hu- 
manity is  willing  to  see  these  poor  defense- 
leas  auimals — animals  which  afford  one  of  the 
greateat  aud  most  indispensable  necessaries 
of  human  life — driven  to  eke  out  a  scanty 
supply  of  hay  or  straw  by  digging  through 
the  snow  for  or  cropping  from  the  icy  and 
storm  swept  fields  grass  which  has  been  ren 
dered  almost  wholly  innutritions  by  freezing 
—the  sheep  every  day  growing  thinner  and 
weaker — all  of  them  tottering  before  March 
closes — many  of  the  iulainbed  ewes  incapa- 
ble of  rising  with  their  burthen,  and  dying 
in  parturition.  A  more  painful  spectacle  of 
brute  suffering  than  a  flock  in  such  condition 
near  the  close  of  wiuter.  cannot  be  witness- 
ed 

And  we  believe  that  morality  has  a  voice  in 
this  matter  as  well  as  humanity.  We  believe 
that  no  man  has  a  moral  right  to  subject  the 
useful  domestic  animals,  provided  to  supply 
his  wants,  to  the  gratuitous  and  brutal  cruel- 
ty of  starring  aud  torturing  them  to  death  b 
inches  It  is  purely  gratuitous  cruelty.  Ev- 
ery one  has  a  right  to  kill  his  domestic  ani- 
mals when  necessary,  and  the  mode  should  be 
prompt  and  instantaneous  Every  flock  mas- 
ter who  has  more,  sheep  than  he  can  keep 
properly  or  sell,  should  kill  the  surplus  when 
wiuter  seta  in,  if  be  gets  nothing  from  them 
but  the  pelts.  Death  comes  to  them  as  a 
friend,  saving  them  and  others  from  protract- 
ed suffering,  and  not  increasing  the  aggregate 
mortality  The  remainder  escape  suffering, 
and  make  better  returns  to  the  owner  than 
would  the  whole  flock  under  the  starving 
treat  men  t.  —  llu  ral  Mm  Yorker. 

k  WmM  HF.I)  PM  PIUS. 
We  very  well  remember  a  Raying  of  an  old 
gentleman,  an  excellent  farmer,  that  if  you 
wOald  make  a  bog  profitable  you  should  not 
let  km  ever  see  o  winter;  and  we  think  we 
ha —  satisfied  ourselves  that  spring  pigs,  well 
kept  and  nursed,  are  far  less  expensive,  and 
yield  more  in  return  for  their  keep,  than 
those  which  are  fitteen  or  eighteen  months 
old.  But  there  is  one  thing  quite  certain,  if 
we  prefer  oar  utore  hogs  to  come  in  the  tall, 
we  ought  to  l>e  careful  to  keep  them  through 
our  long,  cold  winters  both  warm  and  dry. 
Every  observaat  farmer  knows  that  if  his  cat 
tie  are  not  sheltered  from  the  cold  weather 
,  they  will  r<  quire  much  more  food 
ui  tolerable  order  than  if  they 
were  kept  warm  and  comfortable.  Just  as  it 
is  with  pigs — if  they  are  suffered  to  run  over 
your  premises  iu  the  stiow  and  sleet,  with 
their  tegs  mod  snout  as  red  or  the  gill  of  your 
gobbler  without  a  warm  and  dry  bed  of  clean 
straw  to  resort  to  when  they  choose,  they  will 
not  on  v.  in  ail  probability,  come  out  with 
mange  in  the  spring,  but  every  grunt  they 
give  will  convince  you  that  all  the  food  they 
have  devoured  has  been  thrown  away;  tor 
shoats  that  have  a  cold,  damp,  comfortless 
hei  will 1  get  mangy,  and  mangy  pigs  cannot 
grow. 

Let  any  one  wiio  has  a  mind  to  try  the  ex- 
periment take  two  pigs  of  tbe  same  litter,  suf- 
fering the  one  to  run,  as  above,  and  let  the 
other  be  well  housed  and  well  fed,  and  it  will 
be  foaui  that  the  superior  growth  of  the  lat- 
ter will  pay  for  the  care  bestowed  upon  him, 
with  good  interest.  Hogs  that  are  confined 
and  cannot  get  to  the  earth  will  frequently  be 
benefitted  by  having  a  little  charcoal,  soft 
brickbats  or  soft  wood  thrown  in  to  them,  and 
a  t riling  quantity  of  brimstone  mixed  in  their 
fond  occasionally  is  an  excellent  thing.  The 
hog  has  the  credit  of  being  a  dirty  fellow,  but 
we  should  remember  that  he  likea  to  be  dirty 
in  his  own  way.  and  for  his  own  pleasure;  h  • 
neither  prefers  to  21  ve  in  ';o Id  nor  in  filth;  still 
less  does  he  choose  to  be  half  fed.  Dr. 
Franklin's  man  said  the  hog  was  the  only 
gentleman  in  England,  because  he  alone  was 
exonerated  from  labor.  It  this  be  so,  surely 
he  ought  to  be  well  fed  and  well  housed  in 
America.  We  entirely  believe  that  the  same 
amount  of  food  that  will  barely  carry  a  pig 
tnsDwgh  the  winter  with  bad  management, 
will,  with  good,  prudent  treatment,  keep  him 
growing,  and  in  the  spring  you  will  have 
something  to  build  upou  that  will  by  and  by 
i  you  a  solid  porker  who  will  do  credttto 
aty 


left  his  city  for  Savannah.  Presidenl  Bridg 
ers,  of  the  Wilmington,  Columbia  and  Agus- 
ta  Railroad,  had  arrivedin  Augustuabout  the 
same  time,  on  his  elegant  special  car,  on  his 
way  to  Atlanta,  and,  learning  that  Senator 
Cameron  was  going  to  SavanoaV,  courteously 
placed  his  car  at  the  disposal  of  the  Senator  ', 
and  his  family.  The  offer  was  accepted,  and 
the  coach  was  attached  to  the  day  train  of 
the  Augusta  and  Savanuah  Railroad.  As  sack 
would  have  it,  there  happened  to  be  a  rad.cal 
political  meeting  at  Waynesboro  on  t fiat 
day,  and  several  negroes  and  a  tew  white 
were  going  down  from  this  city  to  at- 
it.  One  of  the  negroes,  forgetting  that 
he  was  in  Georgia  and  not  in  South  Caroli- 
na, very  coolly  took  a  seat  in  the  1-diea'  car 
instead  of  tbe  equally  comfortable  coach 
which  the  company  provides  on  all  trains  for 
the  accommodation  of  colored  people.  As 
soon  as  the  conductor  discovered  this  he  re- 
quested the  sable  cilifcen  to  leave  the  car,  and 
opou  his  refusiug  to  do  so,  he  ejected  him, 
after  a  stout  resistance,  from  the  coach.  Sen- 
ator Cameron  heard  the  disturbance,  aud  dis- 
covering the  cause,  invited  him  to  fake  a  seat 
with  him  in  his  special  car.  A  good  many 
other  negroes  were  also  invited  into  the  ccr 
and  introduced  by  Senator  Camrrou  to  his 
family,  and  requested  to  ride  with  them  down 
to  Waynesboro,  Of  cnurse  the  colored  citi- 
izens  were  too  highly  tickled  not  to  accept 
tbe  invitation,  and  the  ;Senator,  his  family 
and  colored  guests  mingled  lovingly  until  the 
cars  stopped  at  the  Wuynesborro  station. 
The  above  is  from  a  trustworthy  source,  and 
may  be  relied  upon  as  correct. 
On  tbe  principle  that  what  is  sauce  for  the  Af- 
rican is  sauce  far  the  Caucasian  we  have  al- 
so been  informed  that,  that  on  tbe  same  day 
and  on  the  same  train,  a  white  man  from  this 
city,  named  Stillings.  was  compelled  to  leave 
the  colored  peoples'  car.  Stallings  is  a  radi- 
cal, and  was  on  his  way  dowu  to  Waynesboro 
to  attend  the  political  meeting  Tbe  conduc- 
tor very  justly  decided  that  as  tbe  colored 
people  were  not  allowed  to  sit  iu  tbe  white 
peoples  car,  white  people  had  no  right  to  sit 
in  the  colored  peoples  coach.

Gen.  Prim  spoke  as  follows  on  the  2d  inst., 
in  the  Spanish  Cortes,  when  formally  pre- 
senting the  Duke  of  Aosta  as  a  candidate  for 
the  throne.  Having  referred  to  the  negotia- 
tions with  Prinee  Leopold,  he  saii  : 

"We  found  ourselves  once  again  without  a 
candidate.  In  the  early  period  of  this  san- 
guinary war,  which  even  yet  unfortunately 
continues,  the  Government  could  not  and 
ought  not  to  have  renewed  efforts  with  any  of 
the  Princes  of  Europe,  for  all  '.he  European 
nations  were  fu'l  of  auxiety  and  of  natural 
preoccupations  as  to  what  might  happen  to 
each  of  them.  Rut  when  this  early  period  had 
passed,  and  we  saw  tbe  struggle  of  arms  local- 
ized, the  Government,  desirous,  with  all  the 
Monarchical  Deputies,  to  be  able  to  present  to 
the  Cortes  the  day  they  recommenced  their  la- 
bors a  candidate  for  the  throne  of  Spain,  con- 
secrated their  energies  to  seek  one.  Days, 
weeks  and  months  passed  with  astonishing 
rapidity.  The  first  time  the  Government  di- 
rected themselves  to  tbe  House  of  Savoy,  as 
the  Deputies  already  know,  thf  y  did  not  meet 
with  the  result  to  which  they  asp. red,  for  the 
Duke  of  Aosta  did  not  think  it  proper  to  ac- 
cept tbe  offer  they  then  made,  an  offer  al- 
ways conditional,  as  the  Deputies  may  sup- 
pose, for  tbe  Government  had  no  absolute 
authority  to  offer  the  crown,  and  therefore 
their  efforts  have  always  had  for  b  ise  and 
principle  the  supposition  that  tbe  Constituent 
Cortes  would  consent  to  nominate  him.  But 
though  the  noble  Duke  of  Aosta  did  not  think 
it  proper  to  accept  the  offer  made  to  him,  his 
negative  was  so  friendly,  so  delicate,  and 
made  in  terms  so  worthy  and  so  honorable  for 
Spain,  and  the  motives  on  which  he  founded 
it  were  of  such  a  nature,  that  I  believed  the 
door  on  being  closed  admitted  of  our  being 
able  to  return  to  knock  at  the  proper  season 
at  it  again.  The  Council  of  Ministers  deba- 
ted whether  it  was  proper  or  uot  to  direct 
themselves  once  more  to  the  House  of  Savoy, 
and,  after  mature  reflection,  they  believed 
they  ought  to  try  and  opeu  a  fresh  negotia- 
tion. 

"By  the  accord  of  my  companions  I  had 
the  honor  to  present  this  thought  to  the  con- 
sideration of  His  Highness,  the  Regent  His 
Highness  approved  it,  and  gave  me  his  or 
ders  In  consequence,  from  that  moment, 
and,  as  I  said,  authorized  by  His  Highness 
and  the  Government,  I  gave  the  opportune 
instructions  to  the  Minister  of  Spain  in  Flor 
ence.  It  was  necessary  for  the  negotiations 
to  be  carried  on  rapidly,  for,  as  I  have  before 
said,  the  days,  weeks,  and  months  passed 
quickly,  and  the  31st  of  October  was  ap- 
proaching. The  negotiation  was  conducted, 
gentlemen,  almost  all  by  telegraph.  From 
the  first  day  and  first  moment  I  met  great  be- 
nevolence in  the  noble  King  of  Italy,  Victor 
Emanuel,  who  from  the  very  beginning  al- 
ways demonstrated  himself  favorable  and  dis- 
posed to  do  all  that  in  him  lay  for  tbe  defini- 
tive constitution  of  our  country.  Not  less  be- 
uevoleut  was  our  reception  from  the  noble 
Duke  of  Aosta.  But  I  need  not  trouble  you 
by  relating  minutely,  and  step  by  step,  the 
negotiations,  for  they  will  be  found  in  the 
documents  which  to-morrow  I  shall  have 
the  honor  to  lay  on  the  table.  It  falls  to  me 
now  to  manifest  the  satisfaction  of  tbe  gov- 
ernment and  the  Regent,  who  all  equally  de- 
sire to  terminate  the  imerregum  which  so 
pitifully  wounds  the  genera!  interests  of  our 
country,  which  keeps  in  suspense  all  pro- 
gress, and  which  prevents  the  development  of 
industry  and  the  transaction  of  business, 
throughjthe  auxiety  and  uncertainty  in  which 
everybody  lives  without  knowing  what  may 
be  the  fate  of  to-morrow. 

"There  has,  at  last,  arrived  the  moment  of 
ending  this  interregum  aud  ceasing  the  clam- 
or we  have  heard  so  long.  I  am  the  more  re- 
joiced at  this,  because  it  has  so  of  tea  been 
said,  perhaps  without  intention,  that  1  have 
been  the  chief  obstacle  to  the  termination  of 
the  interregnum  Tie  reality  has  been  the  ex- 
act contrary  The  sorrows  I  have  passed 
through  I  ahall  not  enlarge  upou  now,  nor  the 
efforts  I  have  made  to  fill  the  throne.  When 
all  the  negotiations  I  have  pursued  are  pub- 
lished, and  when  the  full  details  are  known,  I 
have  the  conviction  the  Cortes  and  the  coun- 
try will  do  me  full  juatice.  I  conclude,  gen- 
tlemen, for  I  have  no  necessity  to  add  more, 
by  making  a  call  on  the  patriotism  (the  Re- 
publicans must  not  be  alarmed  if  I  only  call 
on  tbe  patriotism  of  the  Monarchical  Depu- 
ties, for  it  would  be  useless  to  call  on  theirs  > 
of  the  Monarchical  part  of  the  Chamber,  that

that  which  has  to  elect  the  King.  The  Depu 
ties  know  with  whom  the  Government  has 
carried  on  the  negotiations.  Last  nig^t,  in 
another  place,  I  named  him  I  Relieve  I  have 
also  named  him  jnst  now,  but  I  desire,  and  so 
do  all  my  companions,  to  have  it  well  under- 
stood this  is  a  question  purely  constituent, 
and  therefore  to  the  Government  always  re- 
apectful  to  the  sovereignty  of  tho  Cortes,  it  is 
not  permitted  to  say.  '  l  b  s  is  oor  candidate.' 
But  I  ask.  and  here  again  I  call  on  the  patri- 
otism of  the  Monarchical  Deputios,  that  they 
will  keep  in  view  that  if  they  divide  their  suf- 
frages it  will  be  a  bad  beginning  for  the  cre- 
ation of  a  new  dynasty.  All  of  yon  know 
which  is  the  candidate  who  ought  to  connt  oa 
the  sympathies  of  the  greatest  number  of  the 
Deouties.  Let  us.  therefore,  place  ourselves 
all  by  the  side  of  thie  candidate,  name  him 
King,  and  end  the  interregum.  Tbeo  we 
ahall  be  able  to  say.  'We  have  a  King  good 
for  the  country,  and  good  for  liberty.'  " 

This  speech  was  followed  by  a  brilliant  one 
from  Castelar,  who  moved  a  vote  of  censure 
on  tn-  government  for  their  external  and  in- 
ternal policy.  He  chiefly  attacked  General 
Prim  and  the  House  of  Savoy.  After  replies 
from  Prim  and  Moret.  to  the  latter  of  whom, 
as  being  the  most  eloquent  of  the'Cabinet,
